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"I don't think the law can keep pace with new wire-tapping 
inventions. Right now I know of a manufacturing outfit that has 
finished preliminary tests on a radio-principle tapping outfit that 
works on the beamed-radio theory. It works something like a tele- 
scope. You merely aim it at a telephone from a reasonable distance, 
even through walls, and you're in on the line. I haven't seen this 
yet, but I know it's past the blueprint stage."
